DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The stabilization 
condition, the spindle servo, the predetermined low speed and the 
predetermined high speed have no antecedent basis. Further, the step of using 
is vague, indefinite, and incomplete. The RPM alone is insufficient, by 
itself, in determining imbalance, according to the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 10 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by 
Carter et al (US-2002/0000121 Al) . 

5. Carter et al teaches, in a method of balancing a wheel (disc), the step 
of accelerating an RPM of the wheel from a low speed to a high speed, and 
determining the time required to change speeds. The RPM of the disc is "used" 
after controlling the RPM of the disc from the low speed to the high speed. 
(See paragraphs [0012] and [0050] - [0051] . ) 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-9 and 11-30 are allowed.
